E your Majeſty's wie aut and loyal ſubjects, the commons of Ireland 
in Parliament aſſembled, as a further ſupply to your Majeſty, to ſupport 
the expences of your Majeſty's government, and with a grateful ſenſe of the great 
benefits likely to ariſe from an open and direct commercial intercourſe with the 
colonies of Great-Britain, do moſt humbly beſeech your 'Majeſty ; and be it en- 
ated by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of

train oil, or blubber, the produce of whales taken or caught in any part of the 
ocean by, and imported in any ſhip or veſſel belonging to your Majeſty's ſubjects 
in this kingdom, Great - Britain, Guernſey, Jerſey, or the Iſle of Man 3 raw and 
undreſſed goat ſkins imported in Britiſh or Iriſh ſhips, navigated according to law, 
from any port or place whatſoever, raw and undreſſed ſeal ſkins taken by the crews 
of veſſels belonging to, and fitted out from this kingdom, Great Britain, Jerſey, 
Guernſey, or Man, whereof the captain or maſter, and three fourths of the mari- 


ners at the leaſt, are your Majeſty's ſubjects, or by perſons employed by the maſters 


or owners of ſuch veſſels, raw ſilk of the growth or culture of any of your Ma- 
jeſty's colonies or plantations in America, pig or bar iron made in and imported

rind HEREAS the cultivation and ſaving of flax-ſeed has formerly been 
* } y much diſcouraged by the bounties on the importation of foreign ſeed : 
And whereas the premiums granted laſt ſeſſion of Parliament, have tended much 
to promote a ſufficient ſupply of Iriſh flax-ſeed ; be it enacted by the King's moſt 
excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of the lords ſpiritual and 
temporal and commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the authority 
of the ſame, That from and after the twenty fifth day of December, one thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and eighty-one, until the twenty fifth day of December, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty three incluſive, no bounty or premium ſhall be 
paid for or on account of any flax-ſeed or lin-ſeed imported into this kingdom; 
any law to the contrary notwithſtanding : And that during ſaid time, a fum after 
the rate of ſeven thouſand two hundred and fifty pounds per annnm, ſhall be ap-

CHAP. VIII. 


An Af for puniſhing Mutiny and Deſertion, and for the better 
Payment of the Army and their Quarters, within this King- 


HEREAS the raifing or keeping a ſtanding army within this Bupired 
kingdom, in time of peace, unleſs it be with the conſent of Parliament, Mar. 2783. 
is againſt law: and whereas it is judged neceſſary by his Majeſty, and this pre- 
ſent Parliament, that a body of forces ſhould be continued for the ſafety of this 
kingdom, and the defence of the poſſeſſions of his Majeſty's crownz and the 
whole number of ſuch forces ſhould conſiſt of fifteen thouſand and ninety two 


men: whereof twelve thouſand men, commiſſioned and non - commiffioned 


officers included, ſhall be kept within this kingdom, for the neceſſary de- 
fence of the fame, at all times, except in caſes of invaſion or rebellion 
in Great Britain: and whereas no man can be forejudged of life or limb, or 
ſubjected in time of peace to any kind of puniſhment within this realm by 
martial law, or in any other manner than by the judgment of-his peers, and 
according to the known and eſtabliſhed laws of this realm; 'yet nevertheleſs, 
it being requiſite for the retaining all the before mentioned forces in their duty, 
that an exact diſcipline be obſerved, and that ſoldiers who ſhall mutiny or ſtir 
up ſedition, or ſhall deſert his Majeſty's ſervice, be brought to a more exemplary 
and ſpeedy puniſhment than the uſual forms of the law will allow: be it therefore 
enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent 
of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent Parliament aſ- 
ſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That if any perſon, being muſtered 
or in pay as. an officer, or who is or ſhall be liſted in pay as à ſoldier, | ſhall 
at any time during the contiguance of this act, begin, excite, cauſe, or join

-garriſon, regiment, troop, ot company, ſhall wilfully detain or withhold by the 
ſpace of one month, the pay of any officer or ſoldier, {clothes and all other juſt 


allowances being dedufted) after ſuch pay ſhall be by him or them reccived;. or if 


any officers having-received their ſoldiers pay, ſhall-refuſe to pay each reſpective

XIII. And for the better execution hereof, and that a true and regular account 
may be kept and rendered by the agents of the ſeveral regiments, and indepen- 
dent troops and companies, the ſaid agents are hereby required and directed to 
obſerve ſuch orders and directions as ſhall from time to time be given by his Ma- 
jeſly, under his fign manual, or by his Majeſty's chief governor or governors of 
this kingdom: and if any agent ſhall refuſe or negle to obſerve, and comply 
with ſuch orders and directions, he ſhall be diſcharged from his office, and be ut- 
terly diſabled to have or hold any ſuch office in his Majeſty's ſervice in this 
kingdom.

XII. And it is enacted, That if any officer ot commiſſary (hall muſter any

XXIV. And whereas by an act paſſed in the ſixth year of the reign of Queen Anne, 
entitled, An a to prevent the diſorders that may happen by the marching of ſoldiers, and 
providing carriager for the baggage of ſoldiers in their march, it is among other 
things enacted and declared, © That no officer, ſoldier, or trooper in her Majeſ- 
ty's army, nor the ſervant of ahy officer, nor any attendant on the train of artil- 
lery, nor any yeoman of the guard of battle axes, nor any officer commanding 
the ſaid yeoman, nor any ſervant of any ſuch officer, ſhall at any time hereafter 
have, receive, or be allowed any quarters in any part of this kingdom, fave only 
during ſuch time as he or they ſhall be and remain in ſome ſeaport town, in order 
to be tranſported ; or during ſuch time as there ſhall be any commotion in any 
part of this kingdom, by -reaſon of which emergency, her Majeſty's army, or 


any conſiderable part thereof, (hall be commanded to march from one part of 


this kingdom to another, or during ſuch time or times as he or they ſhall be on 
their march as aforeſaid.” And whereas the barracks in this kingdom are not at. 
reſent ſufficient to lodge all the forces upon its military eſtabliſhment : and 
ar it may be neceſſary to ſtation part of the troops in places. where there 

tracks, or not ſufficient barracks to hold them: be it enacted, and it is 
hereby declared and agreed, by the authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may be 
lawful, notwithſtanding the ſaid recited ad, to and for the conſtables, and other 
chief officers and magiſtrates of cities, towns, villages, and other places within 


this kingdom, and in their default or abſerice, for any one juſtice of the peace,

and ſuch conſlables, and other chief magiſtrates as aforeſaid, are hereby required

there are effective ſoldiers preſent to be quartered all which billets when made 
out by ſuch chief magiſtrates or conſtables, ſhall be delivered into the hands of 
the commanding officer preſent: and if any conſtable, or ſuch like officer or ma- 
giſtrate as aforeſaid, ſhall preſume to quarter or billet any ſuch officer or ſoldier 
in any houſe not within the meaning of this act, without the conſent of the own- 
er or occupier, then ſuch owner or occupier, Gall have his or heir remedy at fow 
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A. D. againſt ſuch magiſtrate or officer for the damage that ſuch owner or occupier ſha! 
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ſuſtain thereby: and if any military officer ſhall take upon him to quarter ſol- 


Chap. 8. diere otherwiſe than is limited and allowed by this act, or ſhall vſe or offer any 
I Cry menace or compulſion to, or upon any mayors, conſtables, or other civil officers 


before mentioned, tending to deter or diſcourage any of them from performing 


any part of their duty hereby required or appointed, ſuch military officer ſhall 


fot every ſuch offence, being thereof convicted before any two or more of the 


next Juſtices of the peace of the county, by the oath of two credible witneſſes, 


be dee med and taken to be ipſo facto caſhiered, and ſhall be utterly diſabled to 
have or hold any military employment within this kingdom: provided the ſaid

vhere ſuch ſoldiers are quartered : or in caſe ſuch chief officer or magiſtrate ſhall 
be a juſtice of the peace, then on complaint made to two or more juſtices of the 


peace of ſuch diviGon, city, or liberty, ſuch juſtices reſpectively ſhall have, and 


have hereby power to relieve ſuch perſon, by ordering ſuch, and ſo many of the 
ſoldiers to be removed and quartered upon ſuch other perſon or perſons as they 


ſhall ſee cauſe; and fuch other perſon or perſons ſhall be obliged to receive ſuch . 
 foldiers accordingly. 


XXV, And whereas great. inconvenience happens 55 the billeting of ſoldiers 
fingly ; be it therefore enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That at no time here- 


after, a leſs number than two men ſhall be billeted in any one houſe, and ſuch 


billets may be changed once every month if thought neceſſary by the chief magiſ- 
trate, to prevent any burden Prey arifing from falling heavy on s indi- 


viduals. 


- XXVI. And as very great detrimene and inconvenience ariſes to the 8 
from the diſperſing and billeting of ſoldiers when on a march at a great diſtance 
from the place or places where they are meant to be quartered, and contrary to 
the true intent and meaning of the ſaid laſt recited act, and by reaſon of ſuch 
they are placed wide of their intended route for the next day's march: be it 


_ therefore enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That at no time when troops are 


on a march, ſhall any of them be billeted ahove a mile e ee 


mentioned in the route. 
XXVII. Provided always, and be it enacted by. the authority aforelaid, That if 


any officer ſhall take, or cauſe to be taken, or knowi ſuſfer to be taken, any 


money of any perſon for excuſing the quartering of ers or ſoldiers, or any of 


tem, in any houſe allowed by, this act, every ſuch officer ſhall be caſhiered, and 


be incapable of ſerving in any military employment whatſoever. 
XXVII. And whereas great inconveniences have arifen, and may ariſe in ſach 
places where horſe or dragoons are, or may be quartered, by the billeting of the 
men and their horſes at different houſes, and often at great diſtances from one ano- 
ther, contrary to the true intent and meaning of this act: be it therefore enacted 
by the authority aforeſaid, That in all places -where horſe or dragoons ſhall be 
quartered or billeted in purſuance of this act for the. future; the men and their 
horſes ſhall be billeted in one and the ſame houſe (except in caſe of neceſſity) and 
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that in no other caſe whatſoever there be leſs than one man billeted where there 
ſhall be one or two horſes, nor leſs than two men where there ſhall be four horſes, 


and ſo in proportion for a greater number; and in ſuch caſe, cach man ſhall de Cha 


- billeted as near his horſe as poſſible. 

XXIX. And whereas ſome doubts have ariſen whether 3 olficers of 
any regiment, troop, or company, may exchange any men or horſes quartered in 
any town or place with another man and horſe quartered in the ſame place for the 
benefit of the ſervice : beꝰ it declared and enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That 


ſuch exchange as above mentioned, may be made by ſuch commanding officers 


reſpectively z provided the number of men and horſes do not exceed the number 
at that time billeted on ſuch houſe or houſes; and the conſtables, tithing-men, 


head-boroughs, and other chief ufficers and magiſtrates of the cities, towns, and 


villages, or other places where any regiment, troop, or company ſhall be quarter- 

ed, are herehy required to billet ſuch men and horſes ſo exchanged accordingly. 
XXX. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That from and after 

the twenty fifth day of December, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty three, 


no paymaſſer general or paymaſter of the army, paymaſter of the marines, 


ſecretary at war, commiſſary, or muſter-maſter, or any other officer whatſoever, 
or their under, officers, ſhall receive any fees, or make any deductions whatſoever 
out of the pay of any officer or ſoldier in his Majeſty's army, or from their agents, 
which ſhall grow due from and after the ſaid twenty fifth day of December, 


one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty three, other than the uſual deduction: 


for clothing, and - ſuch other neceſſary deductions as are now made, or ſhall 
from time to time be directed by his Majeſty under his royal ſign manual. 
XXXI. And that the quarters of officers and ſoldiers in this kingdom, may 
hereafter be duly paid and ſatisfied, his Majeſty's duties of exciſe better anſwered, 
and that the owners of houſes on whom officers and ſoldiers ſhall be- billet- 
ed, may be encouraged to provide proper accommodation for ſuch officers, 
ſoldiers, and their horſes: Be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That 
except during ſuch times as the troops ſhall be on their march, or during ſuch 
times as there ſhall be any commorion in any part of this kingdom, payment ſhall 
be made for each officer and ſoldier during the time he or they ſhall occupy ſuch 
billet, at the following weekly rates, vidalicet, in Dublin, for each field officer 
and captain, eight ſhillings ; for each ſubaltern officer, ſeven ſhillings; for each 
ſerjeant of dragoons or foot, or corporal of horſe, one ſhilling and one penny z

XXII. And be it further enacted, That the clauſes and circumſtances of this 
20, ſhall in every particular, extend to all recruiting parties whatſoever, and their 
recruits, of his Majeſty's land or marine forces, that may be employed on that ſer. 
vice within this kingdom; and quarters ſhall at all times upon requiſition, be 
granted to ſuch parties and their recruits, as preſcribed by this act, they paying 


for the ſame at the rates before directed, notwithſtanding there may be barracks 
in the places where ſuch quarters are ſo demanded, 


D And be it farther enaQed, That every non4ommiſſioned officer and. 


| ſoldier, who ſhall be billeted according to the proviſions of this act, ſhall be enti- 


tled to, and receive proper and ſufficient accommodation reſpectively, and alſo the 
uſe of kitchen utenſils, to cook and eat their victuals in their quarters. 


. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That for 


the better and more regular proviſion of carriages for his Majeſty's forces in 
their marches, or for their arms, clothes, or accoutrements, all juſtices of the 
peace within their ſeveral counties, diviſions, ſhires, liberties, and precinCts, be- 
ingduly required thereunto by an order from the chief governor or governors of 
this kingdom, or the general of his forces, or the maſter general of his 
Majeſty's ordnance; ſhall, as often as ſuch order is brought and ſhewn unto one or 
more of them by the quarter maſter, adjutant, or other officer or non- commiſſion- 
ed officer of the regiment, detachment, troop, or company ſo ordered to march,

are now in force for the providing of carriages for the baggage of 


ſoldiers on their march; be it enacted, That the ſeveral clauſes con- 
tained in the ſaid acts, relative to the carriage of the army bag - 


gage, do from the paſſing of this act, ceaſe and determine. 


XL. And be it further enacted, That the numbers of carriages to be allowed 
each troop or company, ſhall be from time to time regulated by order of govern-

HERE AS the continuing the encouragement formerly given to Engliſh 
proteſtant ſchools will be of great benefit to this kingdom, and it is reaſon- 
able that ſome public fund ſhould be applied and ſet apart for that purpoſe : there- 
fore be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and 
conſent of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent Parliament

ing to ſell, or expoſing to ſale, any goods, wares or merchandizes, (except as herein 
after mentioned) a duty of twenty ſhillings by the year, and that every perſon ſo 
travelling with any horſe or horſes, aſs or aſſes, mule or mules, or other beaſt or 
beaſts bearing or drawing burthen ſhall pay the ſum of twenty ſhillings by the year,

er or proprietor thereof, without ſeparate and diſtinct licence or licences, for ſuch 
other perſon or perſons, ſervant or ſervants ; and it hath been alſo found, that by 
means, and under the ſanction of one licence, many perſons, principal and ſeparate 
dealers, who have no connection with ſuch perſon or perſons, having one licence 
only as aforeſaid, fraudulently paſs under the denomination of his, her, or their 
ſervant or ſervants, and trade without licence, to the great injury of the fair trader 
and dealer with licence : and whereas it is reaſonable that a horſe licence ſhall be 
paid for and taken out for every horſe, aſs, mule, or beaſt of burthen, that ſhall be 
made uſe of or-driven by every hawker, dealer, and petty chapman : therefore be 
it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That from and after the ſaid twenty fifth day 
of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty four, until the twenty fifth day 
of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty five, every hawker, pedlar, and 
petty chapman, for every perſon that ſhall be employed or carry, whether ſervant, 
or other perſon, in his or her company, or otherwiſe, any boxes, bundles, or parcels
